furely they may prevail with them to 
buy the manufactures of one country ra- 
ther than thofe of any other; conte 
quently, they will prevail with them to 
buy the manufactures fent from hence 
by their brethren, rather than the ma- 
nufactures of any other country whate- 
ver: and as we have now foreign r- 
vals in all forts of manufactures, this 
will always prevent its being in the 
power of our Jew merchants to exact 
too high a profit upon fuch of our ma- 
nufactures as they fend to foreign mar- 
kets, even fuppofing they fhould ingrofs 
to themfelves alone the exportation of 
all our manufa@tures. Theretore, Sir, 
if there be any truth in this fa&, the ar- 
gument to be drawn from it is, that 
our having a great number of Jew mer- 
chants fettled amongit us, would in- 
creale our commerce, and the export 
of our manufactures: and though I do 
not admit that the Jews are the only 
brokers} or that they have fuch weight 
with the retalers and confumers in any 
country as is contended for; yet I am 
of opinion, that it would be of great 
fervice to us, to have the Jew brokers in 
all countries engaged both in intereft 
ac inclination to recommend our ma- 
nutactures. This I think cannot be dif- 
puted; and as little can it be diiputed, 
that our pafling this bill will contribute 
towards our obtaining this defirable 
enc, fo far as relates to the Jew brokers 
in all foreign countries. 

But fuppofing, Sir, that our having 
Jew merchants fettled amongit us could 
ho way contribute towards increafing 
cur foreign cammerce, or the export of 
our manufactures ; yet it is certain, that 
our having rich Jews come to fettle here 
With their families, will contribute to- 
Wards increafing our home confumption 
® every fort; and, confequently, will 
ereale both our home manutactures 
and our public revenue. Suppofe a Jew 
Worth 100,000], fhould, upon pafling 
th s bill, come here to fettle with his 
tanily; and that he fpent his whole in- 
rome, Or 30001. yearly: can we fup- 
po, that lefS than 3001. of this an- 
dual expence would be Jaid out in Bri- 
Wh manufactures for the confumption of 
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himfelf and family? for 1 believe the 
Jews are as little guilty of wearing fo- 
reign manufactures as any fet of people 
whatever. Would not this be an in- 
creafe of our home manufactures to the 
amount of 300]. yearly? Then if we 
fuppofe that of every 20s. {pent bya 
man of ealy fortune, there is 10s. goes 
towards the payment of taxes, would 
not this be an addition of 1sool. a- 
year to the grofs produce of our public 
revenue? And if, by our paffing this bill, 
forty or fifty fuch Jews fhould be indu- 
ced to come and fettle with their fami- 
lies in this kingdom, it is eafy to come 
pute what an increafe it would make, 
both to our manufactures, and the pro- 
duce of our public revenue. This ad- 
vantage is fo certain, fo demonttrable, 
that I am furprifed to hear the bill op- 
pofed by any gentleman who has ever 
complained of the decay of our trade, 
or of the infupportable burden of our 
debts and taxes. And I am the more 
furprifed, when I confider the chimeri- 
cal apprehenfions upon which this oppo- 
fition is founded ; as if by naturalizing 
a few Jews, our conftitution was to be 
unhinged, our liberties facrificed, and 
the Chriftian religion extirpated. IT 
fhould be extremely forry, Sir, if I 
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ferious when he endeavours to poffefs us 
with fuch apprehenfions ; becaufe 1 
fhould from thence conclude, that both 
our religion and our conf{titution ftood 
upon a very unftable foundation: but 
as J] am convinced, that no man of 
fenfe can be ferious when he talks fo, 
I fear no danger to either from this bill; 
and as it will certainly be of fome, and 
may be of very great advantage to this 
country, I fhall be for its being pafled 
into a law.

OW as to the bills pafled into laws 
during Jaft fetfion which did not 
properly reJate to the fupply, the moft 
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as follows. Jan. 18. the act 8° Geo. I. 
Sor the better recovery of the penalties in- 
jlided upon perfons who deftroy the game, 
was, upon motion, read in the houle of 
Coomons, and leave given to bring in 
a bil. to amend it, by enlarging the time 
within which fuits and a¢tions were to 
be brought; and Sir George Oxendon 
and the Lord Barrington were ordered 
to prepaic and bring it in. According- 
ly the bill was preiented by Sir George 
Oxendon, Jan. 23. read a firft time, 
and ordered to be read a fecond time. 
This bill paffed through the houfe of 
Commons without oppofition, and was 
fent to the Lords, Feb. 2. But in that 
houfe the bill was oppofed, and upon 
the queftion, Feb. 13. the houle was e- 
gually divided, there being 31 againft 
the bul, and 31 forit; whereupon proxies 
sere called for; and of thefe there were 
four for the bill, and but one againft it ; 
fo that the queftion was carried by a 
majority of three proxies. After which 
the bill was patled, and, Feb. 16. re- 
turned to the Commons, without any 
amendment ; fo that it received the royal 
ailent, with the other bills then ready, 
larch 8. The oppofition in the houfe 
ot Lords very probably proceeded from 
3's being thought, that the laws we had, 
tended to deteat their own end, by 
making it the intereft of thofe to deftroy 
the game, who alone are able to pre- 
ferve it: for if every farmer were al- 
owed to kill game upon his own ground, 
znd for his own ule, they would ail 
take care to prevent poachers, and to 
preferve the nefits and the young; which 
they alone are in this country able to do. 
Jan. 22. the Commons appointed a 
committee, as ufual, to inguire what 
laws were expired or near expiring, and 
to report their opinion, which of them 
were fit to be revived or continued. 
March 17. Mr Bacon reported their re- 
folutions to the houfe. One of them, 
the third, was read a fecond time, and 
agreed to by the houfe; and in purfu- 
ance thereof the bill for continuing the 
feveral laws relating to the punifhment 
of perions going armed or difguifed, gc. 
was brought in, and pailed into a law.

board ; and in particular it would be a 
great protection for fhips carrying wool 
from Ireland to France. Thete objec- 
tions were thought fo ttrong, that the 
whole of thefe regulations relating to 
the yellow jack were leét out of the bill 
by the committee ; and feveral other a- 
mendments having been made to it, and 
agreed to upon the report, the bill was 
read a third time, and pafled, March 16. : 
and being fent to the Lords, it met 
there likewile with fome amendments ; 
which were agreed to by the Commons, 
April 10.; and the bill received the 
royal afient, April 17. The principal 
new regulation now contained in it is, 
That it the plague fhal! appear on board 
any fhip to the northward of Cape Fi- 
nilterre, the mafter fhall immediately 
proceed tothe harbour of New Grimfb 

in the iflands of Scilly, and fhall make 
known his cafe to fome officer of the cu- 
ftoms there; who fhall immediately ac- 
quaint fome cultomhoufe-officer of fome 
near port of England thereof; and he 
with all poflible {peed fhall fend intelli- 
gence thereof to one of his Majefty’s 
principal fecretaries of ftate. That the

their gratitude for the houfe’s ordering 
in this bill, and their apprehenfion of 
the neceility of fome more effectual re- 

edy. On the 16th the bill was: pre- 
fen'ed by Mr Gray, read a firft time, 
and ordered to be read a fecond time, 
and to be printed. The 26th, it was 
read a fecond time, and committed to 
a committee of the whole houfe for the 
Thurlday following. But the houie 
did not refolve itfelt into the faid com- 
mittee until March 12. -Several mate- 
rial amendments being therein made to 
the bill, and agreed to upon the report, 
the bill was read a third time, April 17. 
pailed, and fent to the Lords ; who 
made but one amendment to it ; 
which the Commons agreed to, May 
14.: and next day it received the royal 
affent. In this act likewile there was a 
very material claufe left out, which was 
in the bill as it was firft brought in. For 
when a fhip is ftranded, and plundered 
by the people upon the coait, the great 
dithiculty is, to difcover who are the 
criminals. The poor feamen being 
guite {trangers, perhaps foreigners, know 
none of them; and the whole neigh- 
bourhood being concerned as accompli- 
ees in the crime, take care to conceal 
one another: therefore in the bill as 
firit brought in, there was, and {till is in 
the act, a claufe for obliging the clerk 
of the peace of the county where the 
crime was committed, upon delivering 
to him an information or examination 
upon oath before a proper magiftrate, 
that fuch crime was committed within 
his county, to cauie the offender or of- 
fenders to be forthwith profecuted for 
the lame at the expence of the county. 
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But as the informer in cafes can 
ry rarely give the name of any fc). of 
fender ; and as the clerk of the peace 
may eafily, and probably will anti: 
that he cannot dilcover any of the of. 
fenders; therefore in the bill, as fit 
brought in, there was another clauie, 
by which it was propofed to be enacted, 
That in cafe any of his Majeiiy’s fub- 
jects, or others, fhould be injured }, 
the lofs or fpoil of his thip, as atoretad, 
to the value of or upwards, and 
no perfon in the county where it hap. 
pened, fhould be profecuted and con. 
victed thereupon within aitcr no- 
tice given thereof to the clerk of the 
peace, or his deputy, by delivering the 
examination in writing of the tact, t2. 
ken upon oath as atoreiaid, then it 
fhould be lawful for any fuch proprietor 
to fue fuch county for the damage fo {u!: 
tained, by action at law againit the 
clerk of the peace of the couaty where 
any fuch fact fhould be committed. 
Provided, that fuch action fhould not be 
for more than for the county to

This was oppofed by Sir 
Henry Erikine, Lord George Sackville, 
Col. Haldane, Sir William Yonge, Ee. 
But as Lord George Sackville’s chief 
realon for oppofing it, was its being a 
new claufe, which he had not fufficient- 
ly confidered, the Earl of Egmont with- 
drew his motion, in order to have it a- 
mended by concert, and again offered 
upon the report. Accordingly, upon 
the 15th, when the report from the 
committee was received, a claufe was 
otered by Lord George Sackville, tor 
inpowering the prefident of a regimen- 
tal courtemartial to examine the witnef- 
fesupon oath, in cafe he thought the af- 
fair of importance, or the foldier to be 
tried fhould require the fame. As this 
likewife was oppofed, it occafioned a 
long debate, in which the principal 
fpeakers were, Sir William Yonge, Mr 
Hardinge, Col. Haldane, Sir Richard 
Lloyd, Col. Conway, Mr Hay, and 
Lord Hillfborough, againft the claufe ; 
and Mr Fazakerly, the Earl of Eg- 
mont, Adm. Vernon, Mr Northey, Sir 
George Lyttelton, Mr Prowfe, and Mr 
Fox, in its favour. But at laft the pre- 
vious queftion was moved by Mr George 
Grenville, and being of courfe put, was 
carried in the negative ; and this claute 
hot being again offered upon the third 
reading, as it might have been, the 
bill patied both houfes without the ad- 
dition of any fuch claufe. 

As the bounties payable upon corn ex- 
ported were {till very much in arrear, 
4 creat number of petitions were this 
‘thon, as well as lait, prefented to the 
Commons, by the exporters of that ufe- 
tul commodity, complaining of the non- 
pyment of the bounties due to them 
“yon this head, and praying that the 
owe would make fuch provifion for 
the payment of fuch bounty then due to 
the petitioners as fhould {mem juft; and 
allo for the better and more effec- 
tual payment of fuch bounty-money as 

ould afterwards become due to the ex- 
perters of corn. Thefe petitions were, 
feb. 6. referred to the confideration of 


* committee, to examine, and ftate to 
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the houfe the matters of fact contained 
in them; and, March 6. Mr Town- 
fhend made the report from the faid 
committee ; which was referred to a 
committee of the whole houfe; and in 
that committee it was refolved, That 
from and after March 25. 1753, inter- 
eft atter the rate of 31. per cent. per ann. 
fhould be allowed upon every deben- 
ture, for the bounty on the exportation 
of corn, payable by the general receiver 
or cafhier of the cuftoms, which, after 
the end of fix months next followin 
the day on which the fame thould be 
produced to the commiilioners of the 
cuftoms, fhould remain unfatisticd, to 
be computed trom the end of the faid fix 
months, until the principal, with fuch 
intere{t, fhall be paid, or until mone 
fufhcient fhall be referved for that pur- 
pofe, and proper notice fhall be given 
thereof; fuch intereft, together with 
the principal, to be paid out of fuch cu- 
{toms or duties as are chargeable with 
the payment of any bounty for the ex- 
portation of corn. 

Although many people without doors 
think, that this bounty upon the expor- 
tation of corn is of pernicious confe- 
quence to our trade and manufactures, 
and only ferves te raife for a time the 
rents of our land-eftates, which would 
foon fall much more than they can be 
raifed by this bounty, if by it our trade 
and manufactures fhould be ruined ; and 
although fome very fenfible obfervations 
upon this fubject were printed, and deli- 
vered to the members at the door of the 
houfe; yet this refolution was upon the 
report, March 16. agreed to by the 
houfe, wea. con. and a bill purfuant 
thereto was ordered to be prepared and 
brought in by the faid Mr Towthend, 
the Lord Hobart, Mr Horatio Walpole 
fen. Mr Woodhoule, Sir John ‘Turner, 
Mr Edward Walpole, Mr Horatio Wal- 
pole of King’s Lynn, Mr Charles Town- 
fhend, Mr Page, Mr Bacon, Mr Weft, 
Mr Hardinge, and Sir Richard Lloyd. 
Which bill was afterwards paffed into 2 
law, intitled, 42 for allowing inter- 
eft upon certain debentures, for the bounty 
granted on the exportation of corn; and ex- 
tends to Scotland as well as England.

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As wheat exported is at prefent by law 
intitled to "he bounty, if it fells here for 
48s. or under fer quarter, and other forts 
of corn are intitled to the bounty when 
they fell at proportionable prices, it is 
furp>ting this opportunity was not laid 
hold of, to leflen ihe prices which intitle 
corn to the bounty upon exporiation. 
For if the price of whea’ fhould rife fo 
much as to fell here tor 48 s. per quarter, 
furely it would be ridiculous, and even 
pernicious, to g.ve a bounty for export- 
ing it; becaule corn might then be 
brought fiom Dantzick, Sicily, or Bar- 
bary, and probably fold here to advan- 
tape; and becaule the giving a bounty 
upon exportation wheu it felis here at 
fuch a high price, would exceedingly di- 
{trels our poor, And indeed, as ‘hele three 
places are our only rivals in Europe with 
refpect to the exportation of corn, the 
ufual price of it at thole places fhould be 
a rule with us, tor fettling the prices 
here at which each fort of our corn 
fhould be intitled to a bounty upon ex- 
portation: for when it fells a good deal 
lower here than the faine fort fells at 
thofe places, there is no occafion for a 
bounty ; the merchant exporter will have 
profi: enough without a bounty; and 
when it fells a good deal higher, we 
fhould no* encourage its being carried a- 
Way from our own people. By obfer- 
ving this rele we thould keep the price 
herve at hone always at or near a medi- 
uin; which would prevent our poor from 
being encouraged to be idle by too great 
pleniy, or reduced to great diftreis by 
too great a fearcity. In fhort, the ge- 
neral rule with regard to bounties upon 
exportation is, to enable our merchants 
to fell at foreign markets a litile cheaper 
than any of our rivals in that commodi- 
ty can fellit, When this is neceffary, 
it cannot furely be imprudent to give our 
merchants a crown, in order to enable 
them to bring nine or ten crowns into 
the country, which they could not do 
without that bounty ; ‘but when the 
commodity felis here at fo low a price, 
that our merchanis may without any 
bounty fell it in forciga markeis a little 
cheaper than any of our rivals can, it is 
extravagance to give 2 bowity upon the

exportation of any fuch commodity, ‘Ty 
give itupon corn, is ‘wicked ; becaute js 
is taking the bread out of the mouths of 
our laborious poor, and giving it to our 
rivals in manutactures at cheaner 
rate than they can have it any where 
elfe, and perhaps at a cheaper rate thay 
our own people can have it at home: 
for if wheat fold here tor 205. fer quarter, 
our merchants might, and probably 
would export it, and fell it in France tor 
18s. per quarter, perhaps at leis; and 
yet would, by means of a bounty, have 
a profit of 2s. per quarter, (which is io], 
er cent. ), aS 3S. per quarter would an- 
iwer all the charge of exportation. 
Feb. 14. no leis than ten petitions trom 
Liverpool, Great Yarmouth, Ge. were 
prefented to the Commons, complaining 
of a great decreafe in the exportation ot 
the woollen manufactures of thele hing. 
doms‘to Turky, occafioned, as the peti- 
tioners apprehended, by an exciulive 
grant to a company of merchants trading 
thither; and alledging, that this mono- 
poly had given the French, and other 
foreigners, an opportunity of fupplanting 
us in that branch of commerce ; and that 
the beit method to regain that branch ot 
trade was, to lay it open to all his Me 
jefty’s fubjeéts; and therefore praying 
the houfe ro give leave, that 2 bill might 
be brought in for laying open the trade 
to Turky, to all his Majelty’s fubjecss. 
As foon as thele petitions were all 
read, Mr Salufbury, one of the member 
for Liverpool, ftood up, and moved ict 
leave to bring in a bill, for enlarging and 
regulating the trade into the Levant ica 
And though a bill for this purpote ad 
been twice before attempted, once in the 
feflion 1740-41, when a negative ws 
put upen the houfe’s going into a con

even for their daily bread. 

Again, if the government of any 
ftate knew the lofs fuftained by the coms 
munity from the ignorance of midwives, 
they would infallibly regulate their c- 
ducation, for political reafons. 

But, above all, if the women and 
families concerned, efpecially far in the 
country, knew that their midwives, tor 
want of fome previous education, can- 
not avoid the mifchief they do; but 
what is much worle, they often know 
not what ill they have done, or how to 
avoid it for the future; therefore they 
mut {till proceed in the fame way on 
the like occafions ; and fo grow old in 
experience with a multitude of blunders, 
without growing wifer or more {kilfuk 
in preventing them; which | am afraid 
muft be the cafe of not a few: 

I fay, if the perfons moft immediate. 
ly interefted knew all this, it is impof- 
Able that they could hefitate about the 
promoting the following, or fome fuch 
plan. 

It is propofed, that there be a parifh- 
midwife educated regularly, and fixed 
in every parifh throughout the country. 

If the parifh be too fmall, two or 
three may join to have one {kilful mid- 
wife ina country-fide. This woman is 
to be cholen by the heritors and kirk- 
feflion, and fent to Edinburgh for her 
education: the expence of which may 
be got by voluntary contribution ; 
which muft be a mere trifle to each 
contributor. And by this finall ex- 
pence, I may venture to fay, that Scot- 
land will in general have better educa- 
ted midwives than any kingdom in Eu- 
rope; and even in all probability may 
have the honour of introducing this mes 
thod of educating the midwives in other 
countries abroad. 

By this fall expence, wee families 
will be treed from the unneceflary trou- 
ble and charges of removing in to Edin- 
burgh ; and that perhaps at an unfea- 
fonable time of the year, and when leaft 
able to bear the fatigue of the journey ; 
which they are now obliged to under- 
take, to be near fuch a {kilful midwife 
as they might have at hand, p 
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By this fcheme the midwives are to 
be inftruéted the fame way as the men 
who practife midwifery; and as they 
will foon have ten times more practice 
and experience than men will or can 
have, with the fame prior education, 
they mutt foon deferve to be truited e- 
ven in difficult cafes: and as the educa- 
tion of all of them is to be the fame, 
they mutt be as {kilful at Caithnefs as in 
Mid-Lothian. 

I mutt likewife take notice, that al- 
though this prior education brings fome 
neceflary expence at firft on the contri- 
butors, yet it will not be a lafting tax ; 
for fucceeding midwives will find their 
account in beftowing that education on 
themfelves, that they may be preferred 
to thofe who want it. 

The advantages of this {cheme to the 

country, and comfort to the mothers, 
&c. are fo evident, that none can fee 
them, without wondering that it has 
not taken place long ere now. But 
the true neafon was, that it is quite im- 
practicable to teach midwifery, without 
fome part of anatomy, as preparative 
thereto; and this the women wanted. 
But now they are not only taught 
what is neceflary in anatomy, but they 
fee machines, made in imitation of wo- 
men immediately before the delivery ; 
which machines were never in this coun- 
try before. ’Tis upon theie machines 
that young beginners have opportunities 
of practice in all the different forts of 
births over and over again, till they ac- 
quire a dexterity of operating, and fix 
the rules in their memory. *Tis upon 
thefe machines that they fee all the ob- 
ftacles which may retard, or render the 
birth dificult ; and by the fame machines 
they fee how thefe obftacles are to be 
removed. ’Tis for fuch purpofes that 
the machines are fo neceffary, that no 
leStures, directions, or advices, could 
ferve the fame end; nay, fome direc- 
tions would not be intelligible without 
feeing them executed upon the ma- 
chines. 

After young midwives have learned 
to operate with dexterity, they are then 
allowed to deliver poor women under 
direfion, till fufficiently qualified to be 
trufted to practife by themielves.

fide of a watch. The ablurdity is the 
fame, though not the confeguences, 
But J muft not mention thofe fatal ef 
fects, as it would fupply the imagina. 
tion of the timorous mothers with very 
unfuitable images. 

This fcheme hath one advantage, 
which you will feldom meet with where 


many are concerned, wiz. it may be 


purfued without any concert among the 
different parifhes, without any applica. 
tion to parliament, or any public autho- 
rity; it will not be ufelefs, though not 
executed to its full extent: nay, one 
fingle parifh may adopt it, or the gene- 
oie of one fingle heritor may {et it on 
foot ; and every additional parifh that 
joins in the fcheme, will have its addi- 
tional good effects, though no more be 
attempted. So that the national pood 
will be proportional to the numbers 
that concur in the defign ; and no pains 
or expence will be loft. 

The fcheme may be fo varied, as to 
be accommodated to the different ps 
rihes, whether they need many or {cw 
midwives. 

Late examples of women in my neig>s 
bourhood loft by the unfkilfuinels 
their midwives, gave occafion to Mj 
forming a {cheme for preventing !uc 
misfortunes ; and I think the one now 
propofed may fo eafily be executes;

The King of Prussta has given or- 
ders, to make feveral places in the New 
March habitable, which have been hi- 
therto neglected ; and great advantages 
will be given to people to fettle there. 
A letter from Amfterdam informs us, 
that people there are very attentive to 
his Prufllan Majefty’s taking into his fer- 
vice and favour as many of the Irifh and 
Scots of the Jacobite party as he can. 
Among others, it is faid that he not long 
aco entered into a treaty with one of 
thoie gentlemen, an Irifh Papift, who 
was well eftablifued at Rotterdam, and 
who has a thorough knowledge of com- 
merce, isa very cunning man, and has 
fold a fine houfe, which he had in that 
Cty, in order to go into the Prufhan mo- 
narch’s fervice. "Tis added, that many 
people even fay the young Chevalier is 
concealed in the dominions of that 
prince———-Letters from Francfort on 
the Oder advife, that the locufts were 
multiplying fo faft, that the conntry- 
people were cutting down their corn be- 
fore it was ripe, left it fhonld be all de- 
itroyed by thofe infeéts. For three days 
preceeding the 31ft of July, fwarms of 
them pafled over Berlin, direéting their 
Licht weftward. 

They write from Vienna, that a 
plan has been approven of for always 
keeping a body of 40,000 men in the 
Aufirian Netherlonds; and that fince the 
New vesulation of the militia in Sclaze- 
Croatia, and ome other neigh 


bouring provinces, the number of thofé 
troops, which are held in readinefs to 
march where-ever there may be occafion 
for them, amounts to 65,000. The 
following are piven us as the articles of 
the treaty Jately concluded between the 
Imperial court and the Duke of Modena, 
1. The Duke of Modena is made perpe- 
tual Governor of the Milaueze, and Vi- 
car-General of the houle of Auftria in 
Italy; in Which quality the Imperial 
court ailigus him an annual appointment 
of go0,000 florins, upon condition that 
he keep conftantly on foot a body of 
4090 cf his troops, to be at the difpo- 
fal of the Emprefs-Queen. 2. Her Im- 
perial Majelty fhall have a right to put 
‘arrifons of her troops in the citadcls of 
Mirandola and Reggio, and in the caftle 
of Miaiis-Carrara, upon certain condi- 
tions, relative to their maintenance, &Fe. 
to be hereafter agreed upon. 3. In cone 
fequence of this treaty a marriage has 
been agreed upon between the Archduke 
Peter Leopold, third fon of their Impe- 
rial Majetties, and the daughter of the 
Hereditary Prince of Modena, born of 
his marriage with the heirefs of Mafla- 
Carrara: on which occafion it has been 
ftipulated, that if the princefs confort of 
that prince fhould have no male iflue of 
this marriage, the territories of the houle 
of Maifa-Carrara, and the duchy of 
Mirandoia, fhall be ceded as a jointure 
to the young princels, future {poufe of 
the Archduke Peter Leopold; but, on 
the contrary, if male children be born of 
the faid marriage, the Duke of Modena 
fhall cede to this princefS, as a jointure, 
the principality of Firmio, and the eftates 
he poffefles in Hungary. 4. If the male 
branch of the houle of fhould come 
to be entirely extinct, fo that no prince 
of that houfe remain, then the domi- 
nions which the Duke of Modena is now 
flefled of, fhali of right devolve to the 
of Auftria. The Emperor has 
already fent to the Hereditary Prince of 
Modena the collar of the order of the 
Golden Fleece, enriched with jewels 
to the value of 30,000 florins. In Sep- 
tember the Duke is to take pofleffion of 
his new poft of Governor-General of the 
Milaneze; and Count Lyden is to be uns 
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410 
der him in quality of Commandant of 
the troops in that duchy. In the mean 
time, they are furnifhing the ducal palace 
at Milan with extraordinary magnifi- 
cence, for the reception of his Serene 
Highnets. Several letters from Vienna 
fhew what great fatisfection this treaty 
gives to the imperial court ; but it is al- 
ready perceived, that thofe of Verfailles, 
Madrid, and Naples, are far from being 
pleated with it. 

According to Advices from Ratifion, 
M. Polman, minifter of the King of 
Prutiia as Elector of Brandenburg, pre- 
fented to the colleges of the diet, on the 
6th of July, a final declaration by his 
Pruffian Majeity with regard to East- 
confiting of fourteen pages 
in folio; but it was conceived in fo very 
flrong terms, that the diet did not think 
proper to enter it in their books. By it 
he revokes his petition for obtaining the 
interceflion of the diet, and feems to de- 
pend upon his ability to do himfelf ju- 
ftice. After endeavouring to fhew the 
weakneis of the reatons on which the re- 
Solution of the empire in this affair is 
tounded, he concludes in thefe terms. 

** The good fenfe and impartiality of 
the public will never fufler thei to be 
offended at his Pruflian Majefty’s refufal 
to acknowledge the validity of fach a re- 
folution : nor can any perfon juftly blame 
him, for proteftine againft ix in the moft 
folemn manner, by this declaration. 

** The authors of that rcfolution may 
ftart what difficulties they pleafe, his 
Pruflian Majefty will abide by the refo- 
lution of the empire in 1675. He calls 
upon all the fupreme {tates of the empire 
for the indemnity promifed to his houle, 
particularly thofe who that year confent- 
cdtoit. And, by virtue of their facred 
and inditpenfable engagements, he ho 
not only io preferve what he has legall 
and peaceably acquired, but alfo to ob- 
what is {till due to him. He will 
mever appear before any court of the 
em) ire, nor engave in any law-fuit, a-

The government of Genoa, in ore 
der to put it out of the power of the in 
habitants of S¢ Remo to revolt for the 
future, is building a citadel, which wilk 
be able to command the whole town, 
and to beat it down about their ears, 
in cafe they fhould again mutiny.—— 
The malecontents of Corfica, having re- 
folved to form a flying camp, impoted 2 
tax of one livre upon each hearth to fup- 
port it. “ Upon notice of this, M. Gris 
maldi, commiflary of the republic in 
that ifland, ordered out a detachment, 
to levy two livres upon every hearth of 
thofe who complied with their demands 3 
which the officer executed with great ri- 
gour. But this detachment fell into an 
ambufcade of the rebels, who kilied the 
commander, with many of his men, fei- 
zed the money he had levied, and made 
the reft of the men prifoners; whom 
they difarmed, ftripped, and fent in 
that condition to Battia. 

They write from Rome, that the 
differences which fubfift between the 
miffionaries in Scotland, England, and 
Ireland, concerning the jurifdiction they 
pretend to be under in their refpective 
millions, occafioned the holding of a 
congregation, the 8th of July, in the 
Pope’s prefence; in which the decifion 
made was, * That as thofe differences, 
fhould they continue, could not but be 
prejudicial to the maintenance of the 
Roman Catholic religion in thofe coun- 
tries, efpecially in Ireland, where it 
begins to lofe ground, it is proper, that 
the miffionarics to be fent thither by the 
congregation de propaganda fide, fhould 
acknowledge themielves to be directly 
dependent on the holy fee; and that 
thofe fent by the bifhops, or the fuffra- 
gans of bithops, fhould be direétly de- 
pendent on thofe who fent them. 

There is advice from Nar.ies, that 
Mount Yefuvius having fent out lefs 
fmoke than ufual for fome time, they 
have difmal apprchenfions of a frefh e- 
ruption. Many manufcripts have lately 
been found in the ruins of Herculancum, 
but, great pity! the characters are {+ 
mucit 
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much decayed, that nothing can be 
made of them. 

A difference has lately arifen between 
the court of Napres and the order of 
the KnrGuts or Matta, in regard to 
a vifitation which the King of the Two 
Sicilies ordered the Archbilhop of Syra- 
cule to make in the bifhopric of Malta. 
As we are told, the vifitors failed to the 
ifland of Malta in a Neapolitan veflel 
on this occafion; but durft not land, 
by reafon of the oppofition they appre- 
hended from the inhabitants, who came 
down to the fea-fide in great numbers, 
and declared they would fuffer no fuch 
vilitation to be made. The Grand Ma- 
fter of Malta has thought fit to impart 
this incident to all the powers of Europe 
with whom his order holds correfpon- 
dence. The ft of July the Pope held 
a congregation, in which that fubject 
was under confideration. 

The delay of the Spantsn regifter- 
fhips from America has occafioned nine 
bankruptcies at Madrid, Cadiz, and Se- 
ville, to the amount of a million and a 
half of crowns. Since that happened, 
five of thofe veffels have arrived at Ca- 
diz, freighted with near five millions of 
dollars in [pecie, befides indico, cocoa, 
and medicinal drugs. 

They write from Lisron, that the 
Barbary coriairs have not only the affu- 
rance to cruize before the mouth of the 
Tagus; but have even failed up the river 
as far as Fort Cafcais, with a view to 
fcize on fome fhipping. In this, how- 
ever, they were difappointed; the vel- 
fels they intended to attack having re- 
tired under the cannon of that place ; 
aud two thips ef force were atterwards 
fent out againit the corfairs. 

According to advices from Parts, 
the abfence of the parliament is very fen- 


fibly felt there, it being computed, that - 


fince that body were exiled, above 
10,000 perfons have left the city, who 
vere either dependent upon the different 
Riembers, Or were come to town upon 
the affairs which lay before them.

clufively. The exiled members alledge, 
that a kind of feparation may be inter 
red from this regiftry ; and ule the 
ftrongeft exhortations to dilluade the 
grand chamber from taking any {ep 
that may look like acting without the 
concurrence of their brethren. In the 
mean time fome deputies from the cham- 
ber at Pontoife go often to the iile A- 
dam, to confer with the Prince of Con- 
ti, by whofe mediation, and that of the 
Bifhop of Soiflons, fome hope an accom 
modation may be brought about.

M. de Fuegueres per- 
Giting in his demand of cancelling, the 
members went out, leaving orders not 
to give him the regifter.

ment, obtained the regifter from him. 
The arrets were foon erafed; but the 
difficulty was, to write the King’s or- 
ders in the margin. All the clerks, at- 
tomeys, ce. had gone away when the 
members went out. The court-houfe 
was immediately full of people; but 
they either could not, or would not 
Write. At laft the officers of the dra- 
foons met with an attorney’s appren- 
tice, of fourteen years of age, and 
brought him to M. de Fuegueres, who 
ttaid till eleven at night to execute his 
orders. The company of lawyers clerks 
in the parliament, who have among 
them a king and their peculiar laws, 
have ordered the lad to be profecuted ;

As the chambers were 
reading over their new remonftrances 
intended to be laid before the King on 
the roth, M. de Fuegueres made them 
another vifit, and produced an arret of 
council, ordering the parliament to re- 
fume their ordinary functions, and 
threatening to erafe their laft refolu- 
tions, ir they did not immediately obey. 
Having deliberated on the matter, the 
Firft Prefident and twelve or thirteen 
members were fer rcfuming their func- 
tions immediately ; but it was carried 
by eighty votes, that they would go 
through with their remonttrances, and 
mind private bufinefs too.

They tell us, that the Comet, of 32 
guns, fitting out at Breit, is to be fent 
to make aftronomical difcoveries of the 
longitude of certain places on the coafts 
or Spain and Portugal, which are erro- 
neoufly laid down in the charts. 

About the middle of July an arret of 
the council of {tate was publifhed, au- 
thorifing the perfons employed in the 
farms, to ftop and fearch all fmall vef- 
fels and boats which they fhall find at 
fea within two leagues of the coaft, e- 
ven fuch as pretend to be forced upon it 
by ttrefs of weather.

But in 1717 he deni- 
ed the marriage, difowned her and the 
two children, lett Scotland, and went 
to Barbadoes, where he lived till 174g, 
and then came to London. The mar- 
riage being proved, the jury gave the 
plaintitt 2501. damages, betides cofts; 
and the two children, whom the father 
had attempted to baritaidize in favour 
of fubfequent children, are legitimated. 
On the 4th or 5th of Auguft, a moft 
fhocking affair happened at Corringdor, 
about two miles trom South-Brentoun, 
Devonfhire. William Prowfe, a la- 
bourer, who had worked tor Joferk 
Harvey, farmer of that place, went to 
alk further employment of him on the 
6th ; but found the door fhut. He went 
again once or twice, in a day or two; 
and found the door {till fhut. On the 
gth, he called a neighbour, and locking 
through the kitchen-window, they faw 
Mr Harvey lying dead on the floor. Of 

this they having acquainted Anthon 
Harvey of Brentoun, brother to the de- 
ceafed, heand a number of the inhabjtants 
went in at the window, and found Mr 
Harvey dead, his throat cut, his legs un~ 
der the table, and his body athwait the 
room, with a rafor, a hone, anda bill- 
hook, all bloody, by him. Going up 
ftairs, they found Mrs Harvey, with her 
throat cut, and her head clove like a 
calf’s head, and a daughter, about twen- 
*y years, in the fame condition, both in 
bed, covered up, asifafleep. The for, 
a flout young man about twenty-three, 
was in another bed, his throat cut, his 
fcull clove with the bill-hook, and one 
of his fingers cut off, A hatchet was 
found in the fon’s room. It appeared to 
the coroner’s ingueft, that the old man, 
Jofeph Harvey, had fent two men and 
a maid fervant to Pen‘ar, about five 
mniles diftant, to pet ip fome hay, which 
bufinefs 
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bufine& would detain them above a week; 
that he had been at Yotneis mirket on 
S2'urday the 4th, and returned to his 
houfe ayou’ nine ai night; that he had 
been delirious for above three months 
paft; and that there were no figns of 
robbery: they therefore brought him in 
guiliy of the murders as a lun, tic. 

Viana Puthce, an oy‘ter-woman, was 
ravihed by three Irifhmen in a room 
at the Queen’s-arms, Newgate-itreet, 
Aug.11. They had ordered her to be 
fent up ftairs with oyfters. On her co- 
ming into the room, one of them 
bolted the door, and {wore he would lie 
with her; pulling out a knife, and 
threatening to cut her throat if fhe made 
the leaft noife. The two others had 
knives, and threatened in the fame man- 
ner. She fell down on her knees, and 
begged for mercy; telling them fhe was 
marricd, and had four cltildren alive. 
They, notwithttanding, pulled her 
down, and forcibly lay with her, one 
after anoilicr.

blifhed in the Edinburgh papers. 
Donald Cameron, alias Donald Ban- 
Lehin, was executed, in terms of his 
fentence [260.1], at Kinloch-RKannoch, 
on Tuefday, Aug. 7. fortheft. He was 
carried from Perth upon a cart, attended 
by Mr Richardion, one of the fheriff- 
fubftitutes, and guarded by a perty of 
the military, commanded by the Hon. 
Capt. Semple, to Cofwile; where he 
was delivered up, on Monday mornin} 
the 6th, to Mr Campbell fheriit-fubfti- 
tute of the hillin diftri€t; who with the 
fame party conducted him that night to 
the place of execution. He frent alk 
that night in his devotions, except an 
hour and an halt that he flept. The 
minifters that affifted him were, Mr Fer- 
gufon of Fortingaley Mr Douglas of 
Kenmore, and Mr Grant itinerant preach- 
erin Rannoch. He fecmed to be truly 
penitent, and deeply affected with a reai 
fenfe of his heinous crimes. Peing led 
out to the gibbet, he mounted up fome 
fleps of the ladder, and {poke to a nu- 
merous convention of people; and ccp- 
Stijed publicly the crines for wkich be was 
condemned, and the eousty of the fenterce 
againft him, and that he sufily diferved the 
ignominicns death be waste fuffer; and ad- 
ded, that as he underficed be was charged 
avith atrocious crimes of which be was not 
guilty, particular/y avith the murder of Co- 
hin Campbell late f Glenure ; therefore he. 
as 
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asa dying man, folemnly declared before God, 
that he never was guilty of that, mor of 
any other murder; that he was neither 
art nor part guilty of, nor acceffory to, 
nur had any knowledge of Gilenure’s mur- 
der, nor of the per rfon that committed it ; 
that upon the evening of the murder be was 
iu Strathfllen, a great way difiant from the 
place of the murder ; and he gave a particu- 
lar account of the pertons who faw and 
converfed with him then, who would con- 
firm the truth of what he afferted. Ha- 
ving finifhed his public {peech, he came 
down trom the Jadder ; and kneeled upon 
the ground, and prayed with great fer- 
vency and a furprifing prefence of mind. 
Though he was greatly concerned for 
his foul, he expreifed an abfolute con- 
tempt of death as it affected his body ; 
and all along conducted bimielf with 
that ferious gravity that became a dy- 
ing man, and with all the decent refo- 
jution that is confiftent with a malefac- 
tor dying for his crimes, and in the be- 
Nef of a righteous Sovereign Judge, and 
of 2 future immortality. The civil ma- 
aiftrate and the military officers beha- 
ved with fidelity to the public, and 
with all humanity to the criminal.”

On notice fent to the coun- 
cil-houfe, the Lord Provoft, Magiftrates, 
and Council, in their robes, the city 
fword and mace borne before them, pre- 
ceeded by the city-officers with their 
partifans, came into the parliament- 
clofe. They were received by the Grand 
Matter and the officers of the grand 
lodge, at the north-weft corner, that 
next to the council-houle. From thence 
the proceflion was as follows. — Firft, 
the Lord Provoft, Magiftrates, and 
Council, attended by feveral of the 
gentlemen in the direction of the publie 
works, walked through the lines. The 
Grand Matter, fupported as before, the 
jewels, &Jc. borne before him, went 
next. Then followed the feveral lodges 
according to their feniority. Thus they 
paffed through the triumphal arch. The 
Lord Provoft, Magiftrates, and Coun- 
cil, with the gentlemen in the direction, 
went to the theatre on the weft; the 
Grand Mafter and the officers of the 
grand ledge, to that on the caft; and 
the feveral lodges, to the galleries re- 
fpectively affigned them. There was a 
chair for the Grand Matter, with a tae 
ble before it, covered with tapeftry, on 
which were placed the jewels, &c. the 
cornucopia, and two filver veffel-, fill- 
ed, one with wine, the other with oil. 

All the company being thus properly 
difpofed, the Grand Mafter took his feat. 
Then the {tone was, by order of the Sub- 
ftitute Grand Mafter, flung in a tackle, 
and let down gradually, making three re« 

ular {tops before it came to the ground, 
While this was a-doing, the mafons 
anthem * was played by the mufic, and

The 
former Grand Matter and ihe Subftitute 
retiring, two operative brethren came in 
their place: with whole ailittance the 
Grand Mafter turned the ftone, and laid 
it in its bed, the inicription undermett. 
This ftone is in the fouth-ealt corner of 
the welt wing. After it was laid, the 
Grand Matter, with the Subititute on his 
right, placing himfelf on the eaft, and 
the Wardens ftanding on the weit of it, 
the {quare, the plumb, the level, andthe 
mallet, were fucceilively delivered to the 
Subititute, and by him to the Grand 
Matter: and having been feverally ufed 
by the Grand Maticr, one of them al- 
ways before he received another, they 
were redelivered in the fame manner to 
the perfons by whom they were borne. 
He applied the fquare to that part of 
the ftone which was fquare ; he applied 
the plumb to the feveral edges of the 
ftone; he applied the level above the 
ftone, in feveral pofitions; and with the 
mallet he gave the ftone three knocks.

What I have faid is only by 
way of caution: for I have no doubt of 
your capacity to judge of the foundneds 
of the materials, or of your knowledge 
in every thing requifite. Yet let me ad- 
vile you to confider well, and make 
yourlelves thoroughly acquainted with 
the whole of the defign. By, having a 
clear and diftinét view of the gencrak 
plan, you will difcover many things necef- 
fary tobe known, which otherwite might 
efcape the moft accurate; and thus you 
will avoid falfe and expenfive executions. 
Lbelicve it will be convenient, that one of

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your number, fufhiciently accomplifhed to 
perform every part of the work, and who, 
by a conftant {tudy aud practice in works 
of this kind, has demonitrated his knows 
ledge, be appointed to attend and overice 
the work at alltimes. I have nothing to 
add, but to recommend a {trict adherence 
to the plan, and to whacever ‘he disec- 
tors may think fit to prefertbe; and 
that no undue freedoms be uled by you, 
ether in che exterior ornaments, or in 
the inccrior difpofition. You are never 
to deviate in the leaft from the defign, 
unleis it be thought abfolutely neceilary 
by its noble patrons. 


The ceremony being now over, the 
magiitrates. took leave. When they 
were going away, the Subftitute Grand 
Matter prefented them with feveral of 
the medals {truck on this occafion. 

Then the brethren mafons marched 
from the ground to the palace of Holy- 
roodhoufe, in the fame order, and e- 
fcorted in the fame manner, as in the pro- 
ceilion from the chapel. When arrived at 
the palace-gate, the troops left them ; the 
Grand Matter having, in his own name, 
and in that of his brethren, made proper 
acknowledgments to the commanding 
officers for their care and prudence. 

The brethren now entered the inner 
court, and formed themfelves into a 
fquare: and having received the Grand 
Matter, with the officers of the grand 
lodge, into the center, they paid him the 
compliments due to his high rank, by 
repeated clapping of hands and huzza’s. 
He then proceeded, with the ufual ftate, 
followed by the lodges according to 
their feniority, to the preat gallery. 
There they were entertained, in the de- 
cen’, folemn, and harmonious manner, 
ulual among mafons. And that nothing 
might be faid to break in upon the re- 
gularity that had been obferved during 
the whole ceremony, the company dif- 
mifled about nine o'clock at night.

Have fometimes heard it d'fpute’ 
converfation, whether it be 
laudable or deGirable, that 2 man 
think too highly or too meanly of “" hy 
felf. It is on all hands agreed to be — a 
that he fhould think rightly; bu O°" HR. 
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deviations from exaét rettitude, it is not 
wholly ulelefs to inguire towards which 
§de it is fater to decline. 

The prejudices of mankind feem to fa- 
your him who errs by under-rating his 
own powers. He is confidered as a mo- 
det and peaceable member of fociety, 
not likely to break the peace by compe- 
tition, to endeavour after fuch {plendor 
ef reputation as may dim the lultre of 
others, or to interrupt any in the enjoy- 
ment of themitlves; he is no man’s 
rival, and theretore may be every man’s 
friend. 

The opinion which a man entertains 
of himfelf ought to be diitinguifhed, in 
order to an accurate difcuilion of this 
quettion, as it velates to perfons or to 
things. “To think highly or ourfelves in 
comparifon with others, to affume by 
our own authority that precedence which 
none is willing to grant us, muft be al- 
ways invidious and offenfive ; but to rate 
our powers high in proportion to things, 
and imagine ourfelves equal to great un- 
dertakings, while we leave others in pof- 
feflion of the fame abilities, cannot with 
equal juftice provoke cenfure. 

It mult be confelled, that felf-love may 
difpofe us to decide too haftily in ovr 
ownfayour, But who is hurt by the mif- 
take? If we are incited by this vain o- 
pinion to attempt more than we can 
perform, ours isthe labour, and ours is 
the difgrace. 

But he that dares to think well of 
himfelf, will not always prove to be mif- 
taken; and the good effedts of his con- 
fidence will then appear in great attempts 
and great performances. {f he fhould 
hot fully complete his defign, he will at 
leat advance it fo far as to leave an ea- 
fier tafk for him that fucceeds him; and 
tven though he fhould wholly fail, he 
will fail with honour. 

But from the oppofite error, from tor- 
pid defpondency, can come no advan- 
tage, It is the froft of the foul, which 
binds up all its powers, and congeals life 
In perpetual ftcrility. He that has no 
hopes of fuccets, will make no attempts ; 


and where nothing is attempted, nothing 


tan be done. 
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brery man fhould therefore endeavour 


to maintain in himfelf a favourable opi- 
nion of the powers of the human mid; 
which are indeed, perhaps in every many 
greater than they appear; and might, 
by diligent cultivation, be exal ed ioa 
degree beyond what their pofletlor pre- 
fumes to belseve. There is fcarce any 
man but has round himielf able, at the 
initigation of necefli y, to do what in 2 
ftate of leifure and deliberation he would 
have concluded impoilible; and fome of 
our fpecies have figualized themielves 
by fuch atchievements as prove that 
there are few things above human hope. 

It has been the policy of all nations, 
to preferve, by fome public monuments, 
the memory of thofe who have ferved 
their country by great exploits. There 


is the fame reafon for continuing, or re- 


viving the names of thafe whofe exten- 
five abilities have dignified humanity. 
An honeft emulation may be alike eaci- 
ted; and the philofopher’s curiofity may 
be inflamed by a catalogue of the works 
of Boyle or Bacon, as Themiftocles 
was kept awake by the trophies of Mil- 
tiades. 

Among the favourites of nature, that 
have from time to time appeared in the 
world, enriched with various endow- 
ments and contrarieties of excellence, 
none {eems to have been more exalted 
above the common rate of humanity, 
than the man known about two centus 
ries ago by the appellation of the admi- 
rable Crichton; of whofe hiftory, what- 
evor we may detract from it as furpatfing 
credibility, yet cnough will remain in- 
conteftably verified to rank him among 
prodigies. 

Virtue, fays Virgil, is better accepted 
when it comes in a pleafing form. The 
perfon of CricnToNn was eminently 
beautiful ; but his beauty was confiftent 
with fuch a¢tivity and itrength, that m 
fencing he would fpring at one bound 
the length of twenty feet upon his anta~ 
gonift, and ufed the fword in either 
hand with fuch force and dexterity, that 

fearce any one had courage to engage 
him. 
Having ftudied at St Andrew’s in Scot- 


land, he went to Paris in his twein’ y-firft 
‘year, and affixed on the gatc of the col- 
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lege of Navarre a kind of challenge to 

the learned of that univerfity to difpute 

with him on a certain day, offering to 

his opponents, whoever they fhould be, 

the choice of ten languages, and of all 

the fac liies and fciences. On the day 

appointed, three thoufand auditors aflem- 

bled; when four doors of the church 

and fifty matters appeared againft him: 

and one of his antagonifts confelles, that 
the doctors were defeated ; that he gave 
proofs of knowledge above the reach 
of man ; and that a hundred years, pafl- 
ed without food or fleep, would not be 
f{ufficient for the attainment of his learn- 
ing. After a difputation of nine hours, 
he was prefented by the prefident and 
profeilors with a diamond, and a purfe of 
gold, and difmiiled with repeated accla- 
mauons. 

From Paris he went to Rome; where 
he made the fame challenge, and had 
in the prefence of the Pope and Cardi- 
nals the fame fuccefs. Afterwards he 
contracted at Venice an acquaintance 
with Aldus Manutius, by whom he was 
introduced to the learned of that city 5 
then vilited Padus, where he engaged in 
another public difputation, beginning 
his performance with an extemporal poem 
in praife of the city, and the aflembly 
then prefent, and concluding with an o- 
ration, equally unpremeditated, in com- 
mendation of ignorance, 

He atierwards publifhed another chal- 
Jenge, in which he declared himfelf read 
to detect the errors of Ariftotle and all 
his commentators, cither in the common 
forms of logic, or in any which his an- 
tagonilts fhould propofe of a hundred dif- 
terent kinds of verfe, 

Thefe acquifitions of learning, however 
ftupendous, were not gained at the ex- 
pence of any pleafure which youth gene- 
rally indulges, or by the omiffion of any 
accomplifhment in which it becomes a 
gentleman to excel. He praétifed in 
grea’ pertection the arts of drawing and 
painting ; he was an eminent performer 
in both vocal and inftrumental mufic; he 
dancedwith uncommon eracetulnefs; and, 
on the day after his difputation at Paris, 
exhibited his (kill in horfemanfhip before 
the court of France, where, at a public

match of tilting, he bore away the riz 
upon his lance fifteen times together, 

He excelled likewife in domcttic pames 
of els dignity and reputation ; and, iy 
the interval between his challenge and 
dijputation at Paris, he fren: fo much of 
his time at cards, dice, and tennis, tha 
a lampoon was fixed upon the gate ¢: 
the Sorbonne, directing thole that would 
fee this monfter of erudition, to look to; 
him at the tavern. 

So extenfive was his acquaintance with 
lite and manners, that in an Italian come 
dy compofed by himfelf, and exhibited be- 
fore the court of Mantua, he is {aid ts 
have perfonated fiftcen diiferent chara. 
ters; in all which he might fucceed with- 
out great difficulty, fince he had fuc’ 
power of retention, that once hearing 
an oration of an hour, he would repeyt 
it exactly, and in the recital follow the 
{peaker through all his variety of tone 
and gefticulation. 

Nor was his fkill in arms lefs than in 
learning, or his courage inferior to his 
fil]. There was a prize-fighter at 
tua, who travelling about the work, 
according to the barbarous cuftom o! 
that age, as a general challenger, had 
defeated the moft celebrated matters 
many parts of Europe; and in Mantv), 
where he then refided, had killed three 
that appeared againft him. The Duke 
repented that he had granted him hs 
protection ; when CricuTon, 
on his fanguinary fuccefs with indigns- 
tion, offered to ftake fifteen hunce 
piltoles, and mount the flage 
him. The Duke with fome reluciais: 
confented, and on the day fixed te 
combatants appeared. Their wep” 
feems to have been fingle rapier, Ws" 
was then newly introduced in ]t, 
The prize-fighter advanced with gr 
violence and fiercencfs, and 
contented himielf calmly to ward rs 
pafles, and fuffered him to exhavit 
vigour by his own fury, Cricuis’ 
then became the affailant, and pr fied vj- 
on him with fuch force and agility, wt 
he thruft him thrice through the botts 
and faw hii expire. He then eur 
the prize he kad won among the widow’ 


whole hufbards he had killed. 
The 
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Sept.1753. An abltratt of the 


fhould be willing to conceal, did I not 
know that every reader will inquire cu- 
roully after that fatal hour which is 
common to all human beings, however 
ditinguithed from each other by nature 
or by tortune. 

The Duke of Mantua having received 
fo many proofs of his various merit, 
made him tutor to his fon Vincentio di 
Gonzaga, a prince of loole manners and 
turbulent difpofition. On this occation 
it was that he compofed the comedy in 
which he exhibited fo many diferent 
characters with exact propriety. but 
his honour was of fhort continuance. 
For as he wag one night, in the time of 
carnival, rambling about the ftreets, with 
his puitar in his hand, he was attacked 
by fix men mafked. Neither his cou- 
rage nor {kill in this exigence deferted 
him. He oppofed them with fuch adi- 
viy and fpirit, that he foon difperfed 
them, and difarmed their leader: who 
throwing off his ma{k, difcovered him- 
felt to be the prince his pupil. Cricn- 
TON falling on his kecs, took his own 
fword by the point, and prefented it to 
the prince; who immediately feized it, 
and inftigated, as fome fay, by jealoufy, 
according to others, only by drunken 
tury and brutal refentment, thru{t him 
through the heart. 

Thus was the admirable Crichtonbrought 


} into that ftate, in which he could ex- 


cel the meaneft of mankind only by a 
‘ew empty honours paid to his memory. 
lhe court of Mantua teftified their efteem 


‘bya public mourning, the contemporary 


Wits were profufe of their encomiums, 
and the palaces of Italy were adorned 
with pidiures, reprefenting him on horfe- 
back, with a lance in one hand and a 
book in the other, 


The gentleman bere mentioned was James 
Crichton of Cluzie, in Perthfire, fon of 
Robert Crichton of Clunie, of a very anct- 
ent family; ewasborn at Clunie, bis pater- 
nal inberitance, in the year 151i; and 
killed, as above, in the year 1583.

Hereas great mifchiefs and incon- 
W veniencies have arifen trom clan- 
deftine marriages; tor preventing there- 
of for the future, it is enacted, 

That trom andatter the 25thof March 
1754, all banns of matrimony fhall be 
publifhed in an audible manner, in the 
parith-church, or in fome public chapel 
in which fuch banns have been utuall 
publithed, of or belonping to the parift 
or chapelry wherein the perfons to be 
married fhall dwell, according to the 
form in the rubric prefixed to the office 
of matrimony in the book of common 
prayer, upon three Sundays preceeding 
the folemnization of marriage, during 
the time of morning-fervice, or of even- 
iny-fervice if there be no morning-fervice 
in fuch church or chapel upen any of 
thofe Sundays, immediately after the fe- 
cond leflon. That when the perfons to be 
married fhall dwell in diverte parifhes or 
chapelries, the banns fhall be publithed 
in the church or chapel belonging to the 
parith or chapelry wherein cach of them 
dwell. That where both or cither of the 
perfons to be married, fhall dwell in an 
extraparochial place, the banns fhall be 
publifhed in the church or chapel belonge 
ing to fome parifh or chapelry adjom- 
ing; and in fuch cafe the minifter of 
fuch adjoining parifh fhall, in writing 
under his hand, certity the publication 
in fuch manner as if cither of the perfons 
dwelt in fuch adjoining parith. ‘That all 
other the rules preferibed by the {aid ru- 
bric, concerning the publication of 
banns, and the folemnization of matri- 
mony, and not hereby altered, fhali be 
duly oblerved. That in all cafes where 
banns fhall have been publithed, the 
marriage fhali be folemnized in one of 
the parith churches or chapels where fueh 
banns have been publiflied, and in no o- 
ther place whatfoever. 

Provided, That no minifter fhall be 
obliged to publith the barns, unlefs the 
perfons to be marsicd fhall, feven days 
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at leaft before the time required for the 
firft publication, deliver, or caufe to be 
delivered to him, a notice in writing of 
their true Chriftian and furnames, and 
of the houle or houfes of their, reipective 
abodes, and of the time they have dwelt 
or lodged in {uch houfe or houtes reljpec- 
tively. 

Provided, That no minifter folemmi- 
zing marriages after the 25th of March 
1754, between perfons, of whom both 
or one fhall be under the age of twenty- 
one years, after banns publifhed, fhall 
be punifhable by ecclefialtical cenfures 
for folemnizing fuch marriages without 
confent of parents or guardians, unlefs 
he fhall have notice of {uch diffent ; and 
in cale the parents or guardians, or one 
of them, thall publicly declare, or caufe 
to be declared, in the church or chapel, 
at the time of publication, his, her, or 
their diifent, fuch publication fhall be 
ebfolutely void. 

Enatted, That no licence of marriage 
fhall, from and after the faidz 5th of March 
1754, be granted by any archbifhop, 
bifhop, or other perfon having authority 
to grant fuch licences, to folemnize an 
marriage in any other church or wt | 
than in the parifh-church or public cha- 
pel of the parifh or chapelry within which 
the ufual place of abode of one of the 
perfons to be married fhall have been for 
four weeks immediately before the grant- 
ing of fuch licence; or where both or 
either of the parties fall dwell in an 
extraparochial place, then in the parith 
ehurch or chapel belonging to fome pa- 
rith or chapelry adjoining, and in no o- 
ther place whatfoever. 

Piovded, That all parifhes where 
there fhall be no parifh church or chapel 
belonging thereto, or none whercin di- 
vine fervice fhall be ufually celebrated e- 
very Sunday, may be deemed extrapa- 
rochial places for the purpoles of this ac, 
but not for any other. 

Provided, That nothing herein before 
eontained fhall deprive the Archbithop 
of Canterbury, and his officers, of the 
right which hath hitherto been ufed, in 
virtue of the flatute 25° Hen. VIL. con- 
cerning eter Pence and dijpenfations, of 
Granting | pecial licences to marry at any 
convenient time or place, 
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Provided, That from and after ths

grant any fuch licence, betore he hath 
taken an oath betore the {aid judge, an 
given fecurity in 1001. to the bithop of 
the diocefe, tor the faithful execution of 
his faid office. 

And whereas many perfons do folen- 
nize matrimony in prifons and other 
places, without publication of banns o; 
licence of marriage, it is enacted, Tha 
if fhall, from and atier the 
25th of March 1754, folemnize matri- 
mony in any other place than a church or 
public chapel where banns have been u 
fually publifhed, unlefs by {pecial 
cence from the Archbifhop of Canterbu. 
ry; or fhall folemnize matrimony with 
out publication of banns, unlets licence 
of marriage be firft obtained from fome 
perfon having authority to grant the 
fame ; every perfon knowingly and wil: 
fully fo offending, and being conviced, 
fhall be guilty of felony, and fhall be 
tranfported to fome o1 iis Majelly’s 
plantations in America for fourteen yea's: 
and all marriages folemnized from ard

Provided, That all profecutions f

thele cafes, it fhall-be lawtul tor any 
perfon defirous of marrying, to apply by 
petition to the Lord Chancellor, Lord 
Keeper, or the Lords Commiflioners of 
the Great Seal of G. Britain; who is 
and are hereby impowered to proceed 
upon fuch petition in a fummary way; 
and in cafe the marriage propofed fhall, 
upon examination, appear to be proper,

‘ellum, or good and durable paper, in

fome other perfon in his prefence, and 
by his direction ; and every page of the 
books fhall be previoufly numbered and 
ruled, beginning at the fecond leaf with 
number 1; and the books fhall belong 
to the parifh or chapelry reipectively, 
and fhall be carefully prelerved for 
blic ufe. 

Enacted, That from and after the 
25th of March 1764, all marriages fhalk 
be folemnized in the prefence of two or 
more credible witnefles, befides the mi- 
nifter; and that immediately after the 
celebration, an entry fhall be made in 
fuch revifter as aforelaid, figned by the 
minifter, with his proper addition, and 
by the perfons married, and attelted by 
fuch two witnelles, in the form or to the 
effect following, vx.
